Comments : 

1. Be commend approval of tho IT 66 renewal of the 8B propaganda/ 
Intel project AERODYNAMIC for the programmed $ t >with the require- 
ments set forth in para 6 below. 8inee FT 60 the same amount ($£ J) 
has been authorised and that approximate amount obligated each year. 

2. The project provides for the Division's only organised contact 
with a non -Buss lan Soviet people, an anti -Communist Ukrainian emigre 
group known as the Fore ign Representation of the Ukrainian Supreme 
Liberation Council (ZP/UHVR) . Through the group's activities against 
Soviet Russian Communism, the Division seeks to exploit Ukrainian 
nationalist aspirations, encourage dlssideace against suppression of 
freedom, recruit Soviet citizens, and gather positive intelligence on 
the USSR. 

3. During the past two fisoal years, project costs were allo- 
cated on the basis of administrative and contact operation costs with 
the expectation that the former would remain relatively stable and 
the latter fluctuate. After two years experience, the Division has 
decided that this procedure is not reasonable since much of the con- 
tact costs are part of the normal administrative costs such as salaries. 
Bence, expenditures are now categorized on a functional basis. 

4. Project activities during the past year denote some measure 
of effectiveness : 

a. Biographic Information was collected on over 260 8ovlet 
citizens; at least 6 were identified as having connections with 
the KGB. 

b. Information on the internal situation in the USSR was 
collected for political and propaganda playback to the USSR. 
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c. Seven positive Intel dissemination* war* at4t. 

Newspapers and a 8ovl«t legal document not otherwise avail- 
able In tto West vtit Obtained. 

d. Dialogue contact* woro made with members of the Soviet 
delegation to th* UK. 

*. Dialogue oontaot* woro mad* with official* and cultural 
loader* of tbs UkfSR, with significant oontaot with 13 Soviet 
Ukraine cultural leader* visiting the 0J. 

f . Distribution was sad* to Soviet oltlsen* of 180 copies 
of ouch sought after Ukrainian language Ukrainian history 
books and ether publication* net permitted la the Soviet Union.

B . Current Objectives 

Through Project AERODYNAMIC support is given to 
SR Division’s only organized contact with a non-Russian 
Soviet people, an anti-Communist Ukrainian emigre group, 
the Foreign Representation of the Ukrainian Supreme 
Liberation Council (ZP/UHVR), which is engaged in activities 
directed against Soviet Russian Communism. Through con- 
tinued support of the ZP/UHVR, utilizing its foreign 
minister as the principal agent, it is planned to exploit 
existing anti-Communist Ukrainian nationalist aspirations 
and to encourage dissidence against the suppression of 
freedom in the USSR, to further the SR objective of re- 
cruiting Soviet citizens by exploiting ZP/UHVR contacts 
with Soviet Ukrainians, and to gather positive intelligence 
on the USSR to satisfy United States needs.

The renewal request for FY-1964 recommended es- 
tablishment of a flat CIA subsidy to ZP/UHVR divided into 
the two categories of administrative costs and contact 
operations costs. The specific amount designated for 
administrative costs was to remain stable, while the amount 
alloted for contact operations would fluctuate according 
to the actual amount of activity in this category. Fiscal 
year 1965 proved that this kind of division of expenses, 
bearing a questionable relationship to reality was not 
illuminating. In fact, much of the cost of contact opera- 
tions, such as salaries, was included in the so-called 
administrative costs. The original recommendation made 
in the FY-1964 renewal request was supposed to decrease 
CIA supervision and encourage ZP/UHVR initiative in con- 
tact operations. We have learned that ZP/UHVR does not 
need this kind of administrative prodding in the field of 
contact operations and that case officer supervision is in- 
dispensable for other reasons. The practice is therefore 
being dropped. Hereafter expenses will be categorized on 
a purely functional basis. 

D. Intelligence Production 

The detailed reports received on ZP/UHVR collabo- 
rators' (about 63 collaborators located in all countries 
in the Western World) contact activities supplied bio- 
graphical information on over 260 citizens, permitting 
the identification of at least 5 individuals connected 
with the KGB. CIA requirements on the Soviet Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs were serviced and information was obtained 
on the internal situation in the USSR which has been of 
particular use for ZP/UHVR political and propaganda play- 
back to the Soviet Union. In addition, there were seven 
positive intelligence disseminations to the intelligence 
community. Newspapers and a Soviet legal document not 
otherwise obtainable in the West were made available. 

E . Effectiveness 

1. The main effort under Project AERODYNAMIC 
during FY-1965 was directed at person-to-person contacts 
with Soviet citizens in intellectual circles and in Soviet 
administrative positions. Emphasis was placed on encouraging 
dissidence in connection with the suppression of intellectual 
freedom and Ukrainian national development, on pointing out 
inconsistencies between stated Soviet Communist internal 
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policies and existing realities, and on the inconsistencies 
between Soviet Communist attitudes toward nationalism in the 
Soviet Union and nationalism in the newly developed areas 
of the world. For use in these contact operations ZP/UHVR 
has developed and used collaborators of an intellectual 
level capable of effective exchange on such topics with 
their Soviet counterparts. 

2. Through such collaborators dialogue, both 
verbal and written, has been developed with members of the 
Soviet delegation to the United Nations and with officials 
and cultural leaders of the Ukrainian SSR. The ZP/UHVR 
operations officer through one such collaborator was in- 
troduced to the Ukrainian Minister of Foreign Affairs and 
engaged him in a lengthy discussion concerning the latter's 
position and that of the UkSSR in relation to Soviet Russia 
and the fallacy of so-called Ukrainian sovereignty. Through 
this direct personal dialogue and through third parties, 

the Minister pleaded for understanding and good will toward 
Soviet Ukrainian efforts for recognition. He was presented 
with a list of conditions considered essential to true 
partnership of Soviet Ukrainians with Soviet Russians as 
contrasted with the present Russian big brother concept 
in the USSR. 

3. ZP/UHVR's lead in organizing a public meeting 
with a group of thirteen Soviet Ukrainian cultural leaders 
visiting the United States made possible continued conver- 
sation with these Soviet cultural leaders, both in public 
and in subsequent visits to collaborators' homes. An 
exchange of correspondence resulted, and there is continuing 
Soviet press comment concerning the contacts which took 
place. This exchange of correspondence must be considered 
of some significance as one of the Soviets involved is 
rumored to be a candidate to replace the present Ukrainian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. 

4. An appeal for financial and moral support from 
a Soviet Ukrainian group of leading young writers was re- 
ceived through a Western citizen who was in the Soviet Union 
for several months with a Western technical exhibit. ZP/UHVR 
supplied this individual with Ukrainian language material 
published in the West, including much-sought-after Ukrainian 
history books and other publications not permitted in the 
Soviet Union, 180 copies of which were handed over to Soviet 
citizens with whom the individual established personal con- 
tact. It was possible through this contact to supply a 
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destitute young Soviet Ukrainian writer with financial 
and medical aid and with a tape recorder for use by the 
writer and his colleagues. In return nine tapes of literary 
material, mostly unpublished and deviationist in nature, 
were obtained from the writer, plus documents in which the 
authors attack the Soviet regime for antinationalist acts. 

One of the original documents is addressed to Communist 
parties outside the Soviet bloc to whom Ukrainian Communists 
express their apprehension over the fate of the Communist 
movement under Russian domination. Plans are under way to 
surface this document by mailing it from a satellite country 
to prominent Western Communists. The contact with the 
Soviet Ukrainian literary circle is being continued and an 
effort is being made to send them financial and material 
aid. This above-mentioned Western collaborator had per- 
sonal contact with 118 Soviet citizens in the Soviet Union, 
many repeated. The unpublished poetry and the diary of a 
talented young Soviet Ukrainian poet who recently died was 
published in the West and evoked almost immediate Soviet 
press attacks, indicating the Soviets' concern over the 
nationalist, deviationist nature of the material. There 
is reason to believe that the appearance in the West of 
a well-known Soviet Ukrainian poet, who is suspected of 
KGB co-operation, immediately following publication of the 
material in the West was an effort on the part of the KGB 
to determine the channels through which it arrived and 
the Soviet source. Other documents (approximately ten) 
brought to the West are being held for possible later 
publication when and if their appearance will not bring 
harm to the authors. These documents indicate a continuing 
Ukrainian nationalist ferment and opposition to anti- 
Ukrainian actions by Soviet authorities. One of these 
documents, an angry accusation against the Soviet Russian 
regime for setting fire to the library in the Ukrainian 
Academy of Sciences in Kiev, was published in the original 
Ukrainian in the ZP/UHVR monthly journal which is mailed to the 
Soviet Union at the rate of approximately 150 copies monthly. 
Since only one Soviet newspaper reported the fire, the fact 
of the fire was not generally known or appreciated in the 
UkSSR, ZP/UHVR sent a protest against this antinational act 
of the Soviet regime to the United Nations Human Rights 
Commission, and through the efforts of a collaborator in 
Rome, a translation of the original document was published 
in the 9 May 1965 issue of the Italian newspaper FOLLA, 
in the 15 May 1965 issue of the Italian DOCUMENTS ON 
COMMUNISM, and in the 30 May 1965 issue of IL CENTO. 

CRITICA OGGI has promised to publish the document in one of 
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its editions in the near future, and copies of the Italian 
translation of the document were distributed to one hundred 
students during a lecture series on the Soviet Union at the 
University of Rome. The document has also been given wide 
publicity in the Ukrainian emigre press which occasionally 
finds its way into the hands of Soviet Ukrainians. 

5. A message was brought out from an alleged 
underground group by another ZP/UHVR collaborator with in- 
structions for re-establishing contact and a list of re- 
quirements for support from the West. An effort is being 
made to verify the bona fides of the alleged leader of 
this group through mutual acquaintances of the man's family 
in the West before further action is taken. 

6. ZP/UHVR played up the political aspects of 

the West's celebration of the centenary of Taras Shevchenko, 
the nineteenth century Ukrainian nationalist poet. In its 
efforts to counter these activities, the Soviet regime was 
forced not only to erect a monument to the poet in Moscow 
but also to permit concerts, poetry readings, and other 
activities corresponding to those held in the West in honor 
of the poet. Verbal reports and written documents have been 
received since attesting to the concern of Soviet officials 
and measures taken by them to counter the resultant growing 
momentum of the nationalist tendencies of these celebrations 
in 'the Ukraine. ZP/UHVR instigated a reply signed by 62 
Ukrainian emigre writers, poets, and scholars to a letter 
from Soviet Ukrainian cultural leaders published in the 
Soviet press in which the Soviets expressed a desire to 
participate in the Washington unveiling ceremonies. The 
letter from the emigres expressed delight over their counter- 
parts' alleged wish to participate and said they should come 
if permitted. Although the Western reply was never published 
in the Soviet press, five months later the first group of 
Ukrainian cultural leaders ever to be permitted to leave 
the USSR as a Ukrainian group arrived in the United States, 
where they openly met at a conference instigated by ZP/UHVR 
and talked with Ukrainian emigres in an effort to establish 
friendly relations. ZP/UHVR collaborators took every op- 
portunity to entertain members of the delegation in their 
homes and engage them in long private talks during which 
controversial Ukrainian political topics were discussed and 
debated, and ideas and literature exchanged. 

7. As a result of 260 personal contacts with 
Soviet citizens, 408 books and 5 pieces of other literature 
were handed to Soviet citizens, 217 of the books in the 
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Soviet Union. In addition, 1,196 books and 11,479 pieces 
of other literature (ZP/UHVR' s INFORMATION BULLETIN and 
two monthly journals) were mailed to the Soviet Union, 
plus an additional 96 books and 1,048 pieces of literature 
to Ukrainians living in the satellite countries. The 
greater percentage of the books handed and mailed to 
Soviet citizens were Ukrainian language books not per- 
mitted in the Soviet Union. 

8. In a further effort to expose anti-Semitism in 
the Soviet Union, ZP/UHVR had translated into French and 
published under the auspices of its collaborators in Paris, 
for use by the Paris and Brussels stations, the book 
JUDAISM WITHOUT EMBELLISHMENT, which had been published by 
the Ukrainian Academy of Sciences and had created a world- 
wide scandal. The book also will be used by ZP/UHVR in its 
propaganda activities. 

F . Evaluation of Pub lications 

1. The periodic attacks which appear in the Soviet 
press and verbal criticism by Soviet cultural leaders against 
ZP/UHVR’s publications, particularly against its chief pub- 
lication, SUCHASNIST, indicate Soviet concern as to the 
publications! effectiveness. A total of 2,194 copies of 
SUCHASNIST was mailed, plus about 15 copies personally 
handed to Soviet citizens. Most Soviet Ukrainians in the 
field of education or government. with whom contact has been 
established appear to be well informed about the contents of 
SUCHASNIST and other ZP/UHVR literature. One of the first 
pieces of literature handed to a prominent young Soviet 
Ukrainian writer by the Soviet Ambassador in Ottawa, when 
the writer arrived in Canada under an exchange agreement, 
was a copy of SUCHASNIST, with which the writer was instructed 
to acquaint himself. In commenting about this to a ZP/UHVR 
collaborator, the Soviet quipped that Soviet ambassadors 
appear to be a good channel for the distribution of ZP/UHVR 
literature. The chief editor of SUCHASNIST continues to be 
of interest to the Soviets, who have made a number of efforts 
to contact him personally. The Ukrainian language INFORMATION 
BULLETIN, which is directed specifically at Soviet Ukrainians 
and mailed to the Soviet Union at the rate of approximately 
680 copies monthly, provides Western commentary on signifi- 
cant national and political events in the UkSSR and on the 
development of Ukrainian cultural life in the emigration as 
compared to that in the Soviet Union in such a manner as to 
encourage nationalist sentiment and dissatisfaction with 
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social, political, and economic conditions in the Ukraine. 
UKRAINSKY SAMOSTIYNYK, the partially subsidized monthly 
organ of a splinter emigre group which presents Western 
commentary on topics of political and social nature, was 
mailed to the Soviet Union and to Ukrainians living in 
satellite countries at a rate of 177 copies monthly. The 
English language DIGEST OF THE SOVIET UKRAINIAN PRESS is 
published monthly and distributed on a subscription basis 
of $15.00 a year or $30.00 for three years to 86 subscribers 
in the United States and Canada and to 11 CIA consumers 
who have requested the publication because it is the only 
one of its kind. This publication serves as a partial 
cover for ZP/UHVR covert activities. It is a by-product of 
the daily research of the Soviet. Ukrainian press done by 
members of the organization and, therefore, of negligible 
expense to the project. 

2. In addition to the French language publication 
of JUDAISM WITHOUT EMBELLISHMENT, there were three new books 
published by ZP/UHVR in FY-1965. They were ZELENE VYNO 
(Green Wine) , an anthology of modern Portuguese and 
Brazilian poetry translated into Ukrainian. There were 

500 copies of this book printed for distribution to Soviet 
Ukrainian citizens. Twenty-seven copies were mailed, and 
four copies handed to Soviet citizens to date. NE DLYA 
DITEY (Not for Children) , a collection of essays on modern 
Ukrainian literature, with an introduction by Columbia 
University Professor George Shevelov, was printed in 2,000 
copies and will be utilized in the book mailing and con- 
tact operations programs. To date, 155 copies have been 
mailed to Soviet citizens. NA NOVOMU ETAPI (On a New Scale), 
a collection of essays dealing with current Ukrainian 
political thought by Anatol Kaminskyy was printed in 1,500 
copies for distribution to Soviet Ukrainian citizens. 

3. Of the three new books published in FY-1965 
and the books published in previous years, 1,604 copies 
were distributed to Soviet citizens, plus 96 to Soviet 
Ukrainians living in satellite countries. The 1,604 
books distributed to Soviet citizens does not include an 
additional 8,208 copies of the INFORMATION BULLETIN mailed 
to Soviet Ukrainians. 

4. There were 45 copies of books recently printed 
by ZP/UHVR in FY-1965 sold in the West. This number does 
not include the sale of books published in previous years 
for which orders continue to be received. 
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5. The project case officer, with the help of 
other qualified Headquarters officers, reviews ZP/UHVR 
publications for their propaganda significance. The evalua- 
tion has been favorable. Pertinent propaganda guidances 
continue to be discussed with the principal agent. A 
short description showing publication costs and disposition 
of the literature published by ZP/UHVR in FY-1965 is 
attached.

There were no problems of cover, funding, or 
control encountered in FY-1965.

Contacts with Soviet diplomatic and other personnel 
made by ZP/UHVR members and their collaborators are co- 
ordinated with the Federal Bureau of Investigation.

The primary effort under Project AERODYNAMIC will 
continue to be directed toward contact operations involving 
Soviet citizens. It is planned to continue ZP/UHVR publi- 
cations now in existence and to continue the publication of 
special books and pamphlets for distribution to Soviet 
citizens.

The cost breakdown below is given as shown on the 
project quarterly accountings with information added to ex- 
plain cost categories lumped under "Special Projects and 
Activities," which is used for purposes of the New York 
State audit.
